On one occasion during the halcyon days of 
his schoolmastership a little trouble was 
brewing in Uncie s navy, and news 
came to the edge of Hartford that there were 
some fears of an insurrection.

table.” He partially recovered from his ill- 
ness, and one 2 meeting his old doctor on 
the street, told him that it was no use, he 
was worn out, and it was time for him to 
pass in his checks.

Two NAMES TO CONJURE WITH. 

The moet superficia] observer cannot have 
failed to note amid all the stirring sights 
and sounds of packed hotels and crowded 
streets of Chicago that outside the ranks of 
the professional politicians and the follow- 
ers of candidates engaged in beoming there 
are but two names that touch the people.

SCIENCE AND THE CONVENTION. 

Marvelous as have been the impro vements 
in civilization in twenty-five years, it must be 
acknowledged that there is yet much for 
science te do which it doubtiess will accom- 
plish. It is not so many years since the coun- 
try learned only by mail the result of Na- 
tional conventions assembied to make Presi- 
dents. But while the advance of telegraphy 
has been remarkable since its first applica- 
tion to the dissemination of news the inven- 
tion of machines by which news getting 
and news printing might be sped and 
simplified has not kept pace with electric 
devices for other purposes. It is necessary, 
for instance, at the present time to ‘fill the 
convention hali with wires; and if that were 
not ehough it is necessary also to place 
around the Chairman’s dais several hundred 
reporters. Many of these are stenographers. 
They take as accurately possible every 
word spoken throughout session. The 
phonetic notes of each writer are expanded 
in longhand or on a typewriter. Then the 
“copy’’ is furnished to telegraph operators 
to be sent all over the country, and to com- 
positors in printing offices. 

There ought to be a shorter method. There 
have been rumors that Edison had perfected 
a phonograph which would supply an un- 
limited number of copies of anything spoken 
in its vicinity. Why is not the instrument 
at hand Probably because it is not yet com- 
pleted in the laboratory of the inventor. In- 
stead of requiring several hundred reporters 
to take down the proceedings of the conven- 
tion one or a dozen phonographs should be 
placed in front of the rostrum, anti as soon 
as @ speech reached its close, or a session 
was brought to a finish, the copies of the 
report should be removable to other phono- 
graphs. at the side of transmitters by tele- 
graph, who could then put it on the wires 
without the interposition of another man or 
other men. 80 the phonographed sheets 
could be put in phonographs beside expert 
compocitors and the report be directly trans- 
ferred to type by ear.“ 

That this will yet come can scarcely be 
douvted. The phonograph should have an 
automatic brake to stop its glib tongue of go- 
ing too fast for the transmitter or the com- 
positor, and a regulator that would slow or 
speed itata regular pace according to the 
varying capacity of the persons using its 
contents. The editing of the copy would 
be requisit for those papers that would not 
care to print a verbatim report. But on a 


great occasion like a National conyention 


there are few daily papers that would wish 


to have any reduction of the record. In the | 


same way, for use by the city press where a 
great convention is held, there should be 
light portable phonographs, cheap enough to 
enabie each paper to have a dozen or more, 
and in oue of these each reporter could speak 
his summary of the progress of events and 
the sheets be carried to the offices, thrust 
instantly into other phonographs, and the 
copy set up. This arrangement would be 
particularly beneficial to evenimg papers. 
Editors could sit in the convention, watch 
the proceedings, take small phonog 

out of their vest pockets, dictate editoria 
call a page, and forthwith the leader would 
be in type. Thus a perfect phonograph would 
enable editors and publishers to dispense 
with stenographers, longhaad writers, and 
typewriters. 

Indeed, the advantages of perfect phoao- 
graphs are almost incalculable. Nor 1s the 
discussion of their necessity altogether jocu- 
lar. One of the most serious problems in the 
management of a National convention is 
finding satisfactory space for the press. In 
the past it has been placed between the chair 
ana the delegates; the latter have always 
complaimed. The boys, in their zeal ana 
alertness, wouid rise, run, whispér, run, sit, 
write; then up again and across and down; 
and the line of vision between the Chair and 
the delegates was thus incessantly inter- 
rupted. This year Mr. J. S. Clarkson of. the 
Nationai Committee resolved that the Na- 
tional Convention should be first for the 
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mitteeman who believes that a National con- 
vention is first and paramountly for the pur- 
pose of enabling the delegates to nominate a 
President. 

The opinion of a great number of people is 
that the convention is held for the purpose 
of enabling them to see it done.
